In the uipoclinj; ol poultry, ua in nil 


oilier pursuits, n littlo euro nnd foru- 
thought invnrlnbly return an nppaitmt- 
ly disproportionate result. In tlio rear- 
ing of poultry, where tli« oxpoiuUtiirc 
on each fowl Is small nnd tlio mattrlal 
provided, comparatively inexpensive, wo 
are apt to overlook tlio small wiutcs 
which occur in tlie transformation of 
tlie different grains into poultry, but 
BftRrpRate quite a aura. 


The opinion that corn is very nourish- 


IIIR food for fowls is so universal that no 
further thought is (fiven to Uio matter. 
If any one should suBtrc.st that corn 
would be easier of dlRt-slion if sonked 


- or boiled, he would very likely receive 


the answer thai corn was nothing hard 
to dijrest for birds, which swallowed 
stonei and other hard substances with- 
out detriment. A moment's thought, 
however, will convince that the mill 
fltones and the grist are difteient things, 
iind feeding hard grain, although not 
exactly like feeding tlio millstones with 
liebblcs, bears a certain likeness to it. 
The trouble attendant on the prepara- 
tion of food, if it is lo bo cooked, may 
indeed seem very dispropoi Donate to 
Hie advantage to bo derived from such 
tn-atment, butin realitylittlotlmu need 
bo spent, as before (joiner tlio rounds of 
the nests, a littlu lint water mny bo 
poured over the grain, a tight cover 
put on tho kettle, and llio wliolo placed 
over the stove, whereby the time your 
rounds are completed, the corn will 
Imvo become steamed and mellow, and 
havo lost none of Us good qualities. 
Tiemembor each hen has a certain 
amount of animal force to bo expanded 
eveiy day in some diicclloii, and the 
less she has to Rivo to digest Ing her food, 
the more she will have to be expended 
in egg producing. The advantages of 
the warm food in winter, when much 
food goes towaid producing animal heat 
to withstand tlio cold, arc two fold— 
from the direct action of tlio wairath, 
and the slower action of the food itself, 
to say nothing of tho fact that content 
produced by nouiisliing food will result 
in more eggs, for a hen thoroughly at 
home will lay many more egg,i than a 
discontcd one.

DARK STABMS. 


There can be no doubt that light la as 


Important to the health of animals as ti> 
man. 
We all know tho exhilarating 


effect of sun light upon ourselves. 
We 


know that plants cannot grow in a 
healthy way without lisjlit, nnd that in 
n cellnr when, a ray of light conies 
through a crevice, plants will stietch 
toward this light. We should endeavor 
to render stables pleiisant for our ani- 
mals, not only out of motives of kind- 
ness but from motives nl inteiesl. 
An 


animal will thrive better on the same 
food in a light, cheerful stable than in a 
dark one. 
In building new bums, nirr 


should be taken to arrnngo tlio stables 
on the south-east.side, so that dii cut sun- 
light may be admitted. A stable should 
be made as light us tho living room of 
a house; when this Is done catllo will 
not be anxious 10 get out of tho stable 
in winter. !x> little attention is paid t>
